this m orning a t ll o’clock by C h ap ­ 
lain 'M ajor) George H B erkheim er, 
pastor of the A rendtsville L utheran 
charge now on term inal leave from 
the U. 8 Army. 


C haplain B erkheim er, an alum nus 
of the high sc hex) I in the class of 
1928, wa® the principal speaker af 
annual exercises conducted by the 
Albert J Lentz post No 202 of the 
A m erican Legion. Post C om m ander 
W ilbur A O olselm an presided a t the 
exercises. 


O bserving th a t m ost of his a u ­ 
dience had not been bom w hen the 
first A rm istice Day was "born in 
blood," 
C haplain 
B erkheim er 
de­ 
scribed the day now as "th e bene­ 
diction of unity and frate rn ity .” 
Must Remember the Cost 
"It lh fitting and proper,” he said, 
" th a t you should take a few m o­ 
m ents from your work to pay tribute 
to those who have given th e ir full 
m easure of devotion in the hour 
of the country’s greatest peril. They 
endured the privations an d danger; 
of cam p and battlefield and if the 
boys and girls of today can n o t fore­ 
go pleasures, sports and am usem ents 
to pay hom age to those who gave all 
for th eir nation and the world, we 
m ay well take w arning from th e past 
and fear the future." He recalled 
th a t for 300 years a fte r T herm opo- 
lae. th e school children recited the 
nam es of the heroes of th a t battle 
but w hen the people forgot th e sac­ 
rifices of th a t day, th eir n a tio n ’' 
banner soon took its place w ith those 
of o th er dead nations.

humus. It is hardly likely that you 
can add too much humus and peat 
as the plants grow wild at tin* 
edges of bogs that are composed of 
as high as HO percent of these 
elements. 
Plant Tho or Three Varieties 
Experts in the culture of blue­ 
berries. which generally are nothing 
more than Improved forms of the 
hlgh-busli huckleberry of our child­ 
hood. recommend planting two or 
preferably three different varieties 
to insure pol leu a Hon and a good 
■el of fruit. This Ls no hardship, 
as it generally means an extension 
of the fruiting season, for thou uh 
they all seem to flower at about 
tin* same time, certain 
varieties 
take longer than others to mature 
Though plants will do fairly well 
Iii semi-shade 
(as witness those 
found in the woods), they will do 
much better if exposed to consider­ 
able sun. Aluminum sulphate is a 
valuable medium for feeding the 
plants. 
In addition to supplying 
food, it renders the soil more acid. 
It also is recommended that while 
the plants 
are becoming estab­ 
lished they get a few light feed­ 
ings of some good commercial plant 
foods. 
Plants may be grown in the gar­ 
den so long as the soil is to their 
liking, and some garden makers 
plant them along the sunny side 
of the garden fence, so that other 
plants are not affected by their 
acid soil. The shrubbery border mas 
be utilized lor blueberry planting 
by grouping them in the foreground 
They may be associated with atta r 
acid-loving plants, such as azalea.* 
and rhododendrons. 
Mulching Advised 
When grouping the plants, with , 
the immediate soil around them 
acid, the .sinking of six-inch boards 
edgewise almost to ground level is 
recommended. In this way the area 
will be in the nature of an inclosure 
not affecting 
surrounding plants, j 
Once the plants are established and 
growing, mulching is recommended. 
This may consist of peat, hardwood 
sawdust that is partially decayed 
or any other material that pro­ 
duces an acid reaction. If leaves 
are used be sure they are from 
hardwood trees, such as the oak. 
as they also aid in maintaining soil 
acidity. 
The plants generally go into real 
production the second year after 
planting. In the mean time the} will 
be a decorative addition to the home 
garden. They now are available for 
full planting from both seedsmen 
and plant growers.

SOVIET CENSORS 
CUT ACTIVITIES 
TO MERE FORM

Moscow, Nov. 12 f<F> .Soviet cen­ 
sorship of outgoing new dispatches, 
recently protested by American and 
British correspondent* in Moscow, 
appears to have been reduced to a 
mere formality 
There ha* been no official an ­ 
nouncement of a change In Russian 
policy and foreign correspondents 
still are subm itting their dispatches 
for stam ping by the censors 
But 
for almost a week all Associated 
Press dispatches have been passed 
without any deletions 
an experi­ 
ence shared bv other correspond­ 
ent*. 
Tile first hlht of a possible relaxa­ 
tion of censorship restriction., came 
the night of November 7 during a 
friendly conversation between So­ 
viet Foreign Commissar Vyacheslav 
Molotov and Associated Prof 
Cor­ 
respondent Eddy fillm ore, when they 
clinked glasses In a toast to better 
R ussian-American understanding. 
Proposes Toast 
The occasion was a reception given 
by Molotov during the celebration 
of the 2Hth anniversary of the Red 
revolut ion Following his usual ells- j 
tom a t such 
at midnight to move through 
throng of diplom ats, m ilitary men, 
journalists and 
other guests, ex­ 
tending his ljersonal greetings to 
them 
lie wa 
followed by waiters bear­ 
ing vodka, wine and glasses Alter 
drinking a toast wit Ii the Chinese 
ambassador, Molotov walked up to 
Gilmore and said

‘“Come, now," said Molotov, "you 
arc not a politician and I will not 
be one You know you correspond­ 
ents do not like Soviet censorship 
You w ant to wijx* it out." 
"Well, sir. vou read our letter and 
got our telegram ," ^ald Gilmore, re­ 
ferring to 'h e protest which the 
Anglo-American Correspondents as­ 
sociation ot Moscow had filed with 
Moiotov concerning tile continuation 
ut censorship after tile end ot the 
war Molotov had answered the pro­ 
test by saying lie found "without 
substance" certain points in which 
the protest was ba cd. 
"W hat would you say it I ♦old you 
I would agree to reciprocity?" Molo­ 
tov inquired. 
Molotov’s Toast 
"I think it would bo a 
tiling," Gilmore replied. 
Molotov 
beamed and 
they orink "to a better understand­ 
ing of both our countries."
